to Save About $1000 Yearly 


Work on a new fuel tank 
a r­ 
rangem ent at the municipal light 
plant has 
been 
practically com­ 
pleted. 
The fuel system installed 
is relatively new, although it em ­ 
bodies the very’ simple principle of 
heating fuel oil before it enters the 
engines, thereby 
perm itting 
the 
use of ‘sum m er” oil during w in­ 
te r m onths with a consequent sav­ 
ing 
of 
approxim ately 
$135 per 
month. 
B riefly, the system consists of 
a steel tank housed 
in a concrete 
room at the east side of the build­ 
ing. 
Oil will be pumped into this 
tank from the 
concrete 
storage 


tank the oil is piped through 
a 
radiator boxed in under the floor 
near 
the 
engine 
exhaust 
pipe. 
H eat from the exhaust raises the 
oil tem perature about ten degrees. 
The present extensive use 
of 
oil-burning furnaces in homes has 
created an 
unusal 
demand 
for 
w inter fuel oil, 
with 
the result 
that the price has been increased 
slightly over sum m er 
oil 
prices. 
By installing a heating unit 
the 
municipal plant engines will 
be 
able to use a grade oil that can be 
purchased more cheaply. A t pres­ 
ent the plant uses 
about 
10,060 
gallons of fuel per m onth,
